On thorough review of the application and claims, applicants arguments are 
persuasive in that the prior art fails to anticipate or properly render obvious a three way 
two position poppet valve having first, second and working ports in which the housing 
includes a "a first coaxial cylindrical passage adjacent (the) first valve seat and a 
second coaxial cylindrical passage adjacent (the) second valve seat, (the) poppet body 
(having) a first coaxial cylinder part slidingly and sealingly fitting said first passage, and 
a second coaxial cylinder part slidingly and sealingly fitting said second passage".
